We agree with X, that there was 
much of high talent displayed by the 
pupils, and very much more of bold- 
ness and freedom of execution than 
is usual to ascribe to female artists. 
The art gallery of the Peace Institute 
surpassed any exhibition of the kind 
we have seen, and the Lustitution 
may justly felicitate itself on being 
coutroiled in its artistic department 
by very high talent indeed : 

Mr. Hditor :—Your reporter has 
certainly an appreciative ear, but, I 
fear, bas paid but little attention to 
the cultivation «f an esthetic eye.— 
[ draw this conclusion from the 
that in your notice of the Commence 
iment exercises at Peace Institute 
you gave a full and complimentary 
account of the eloquent address, fine 
music, &¢e., but failed to mention the 
magnificent display in the art gallery, 
‘This department is under the con- 
trol of Miss Fowler. a lady of re- 
attainments in painting 
and drawing, and she may well feel 
flattered at the enthusiastic apprecia- 
tion of the work of her pupils altho’ 
it was not viewed until the large 
crowd in attendance had become 
more or less exhausted by the previ- 
ous exercises, The splendid designs 
of a number of pieces, together with 
the accurate perspective, the bar- 
mony of colors, the delicate shading 
and the bold touches, marked the 
work of no empiries, but of genuine 
artists. In the art department Peace

The Calamity at Nortoik. 

The Landma@mk otthe 7th gives 
full particulars of the terrible catustro- 
phe, by Which eleven persons, in the 
full flush of health, and in full height 
of sceial enjoyment were suddeniy 
hurried into eternity. 

‘The tug boat Lumberman had lelt 
Norfolk about 3:30 Pp. M. to run down 
to Old Point, to give the party on 
board an opportunity to see the fire 
works from the Fort. Returning, 
when about a mile and a half North- 
West of Sewells Point, the tug was 
run into by the steamer Isaac Bell 
and sunk immediately. Only five on 
board were saved, four being picked 
up by the boat of the Bell, and one 
by the Government Tug Snowdrop, 

The collision was caused by a mis- 
understanding of the signals given 
by the steam whistles of the respec- 
tive steamers. If that of the Bell 
had been obeyed the tug would have 
put her helm to starboard, and e@scap- 
ed injury. As it was she steered so 
as to run immediately under the 
bows of Lhe Bell, a large and powerful 
steamer, Which crusbed the littie tug 
like an egy shell. 

The following isa list of the drown- 
ed: Harry sorum, J. C. Borum, 
Miss Marian Borum, Mrs. J. C. Hud- 
gins, Mr. G@.

ADDREss 
To the Tex-Payers and Voters of the 
City of Raleigh, 


The Board of Aldermen, having 
ordered an election to determine 
whether they should have authority 
to issue bonds of the city of Raleigh 
to the amount of one hundred thous- 
and dollars, deem it due both to the 
tux-payers and to themselves, to ex- 
plain their action and the cause 
thereof: 

There is at present past-due in- 
debteduesa of the city outstanding 
to the amount of one hundred ihous- 
aud dollars. Part of this indebted- 
hess is in the form of city scrip, or 
orders for the payment ef money, but 
the larger part is in the form of ma- 
tured bonds, If suit is brought upon 
these bonds scrip, and judg- 
mentis recovered against the city, 
andif these judgements be followed, 
as is alWays done, by wrils of manda- 
vias, foreing a tax to be levied to pay 
them off, tie burden will be greater 
than the tax-payers ean bear A 
recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, however, lias cast a doubt 
upon the valility of this debt, ora 
part of it, and itis possible that the 
city may avoid the payment of a por- 
tiow of it. but, as by far the 
wreater part. if mot the whole, of 
this «debi was coptracted for 
necessary expenses, abd as the bonds 
and sertip have passed inio the hands 
of their present owners for value re- 
ceived, it is gravely to be doubted 
whether the City ought to make an 
effort to repudiate. [tis by bo means 
certain that such an effort can sue- 
cecd; it is certain that it will destroy 
the credit of the City. 

The Board, then, have determined 
to submit it to the voters of the City, | 
whether or not they shali issue one 
huudred thousand dollars, in bonds 
bearing six percent. interest, where- 
with to fand all the past due bonds 
and City scrip which shall be pres- 
ented to, and shail pass the serutiny 
of the Board. Itis not proposed to 
inerease (he debt of the City one dol- 
lar, nor is it proposed to permit any 
bond or city order to be funded which 
shall be (hought to have been issued 
illegally. Nor is the question of re- 
ceiving the scrip for taxes in any way 
involved, for whatever may be the 
result of the election, the city serip 
will not be received in payment of 
tuxes. It is proposed to fund the 
outstauding devt in bonds having 
twenty and thirty years to run, 
bearing six percent interest; and to 
induce the present boiders to tund 
their bondsand scrip, itis proposed 
by this election, to say to them: 
“Under the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court there is a question 
as tothe city’s legal jiimbility pay 
your debt, Now, we offer you this 
bond, approved by the people, about 
Which there can be ho question, in 
exchange for your bond or serip.”’ It 
is believed that this will be approved 
by both bond-bolder aud tux-payer. 
By the former, because his present 
security is not absolutely safe, and 
Will indicate the advisabili- 
ty ofan exchange for an undoubted- 
ly secure bond, by the -atter, be- 
cause the danger of immediate judg- 
nents against Lhe city “for one hun- 
dred thousand dollars will be avoided, 
und beenuse the rate of interest will 
be reduced from eight (which they 
are now paying on their bonds) to 
six percent. The city debt will be 
placed ina mangeable form anda 
stpall anuual tax will enable the city 
topay the interest and accumulate 
enough sinking fund to pay the 
priverpalwhen it shail fail due. The 
city willbe saved from au attempted 
repudiation, its credit: preserved and 
its debt so siniplified that its future 
revuletion will net present the d.fti- 
culties which now surround the suab- 
ject. As the present Board of Alder- 
menare in vo Wise responsible for 
one dollar of this debt, and it is (heir 
duty to carry on the city covernument 
hereafter on weash systeip, they do 
net fear that their motives will be 
misconstrued, [uo commnon with 
their fellow tax payers, they have au 
interest in the development and in 
the eredit of the city of Raleigh, and 
they honestly believe that the sim- 
plifieation and reguiation of ils debt 
will greatly tend to the fulure pros- 
perity ofall. They leave the matter 
in the hands of the voters ofthe city, 
by whose decision Uiey will most 
cheerfully abide, and whose wishes 
they will endeavor /aithfully to carry

Lhe first resolution above referred 
to is as follows: 

Pesolved, That the Treasurer be 
and he is liereby requested to discon 
tinue the exchange of the Mortgage 
Bonds ofthe Raleigh and Augusta 
Air-Line Railroad,for the depreciated 
bonds of tle State.’ 

A brief history of the transaction. 
ofan exchange of bonds in 1865 with 
the Chatham Railroad Company 
‘now Raleigh & Augusta Air-Line 
Railroad Company) acd a statement 
of the reasous jor my action thus far 
in surrendering the bonds of the 
company, Will serve as an answer lo 
said resolution. 

An ordinanoe of the Constitutions 
al Convention, ratified Ilthof March, 
Isés, entitled “An Ortinance to 
amend the charter of the Chatham 
Kailroad Company,’’ directed the 
‘Treasurer of State to deliver to the 
President and Directors of said com- 
pany the coupon bonds of the State 
ioanamount not exceeding twelve 
hundred thousand dollars (F1,200,000) 
for the purpose of enabling said com- 
pany to finish its road. The ordti- 
nance further provided that the 
Chatham Railroad Company should 
deposit with the State ‘Treasurer the 
coupon bonds of the company of 
amount, date, and to secure 
the prineipal and interest of which 
the State should have a lien upon all 
the estate of said company. 

The requirements of the ordinance 
were complied with on the part of 
the State and the Company an 
exchange of bonds and the execu- 
tion and delivery to the State by 


the company of a mortgage on its 
real and personal estate,

The signsfof the®times ile- 
miandthat we shall proyeour fitness 
for all the duties of citizenship. The 
hour is come when we tust manage 
our own institutions. If we 
have colored Churches the 
give Us colored preachers. If we 
Lave colored banks, we must have 
colored bankers, if we have colored 
colleges, we demand that we have 
our own officers: We have played 
the second fiddle too long. We 
want, We must bave achange forthe 
vetter.’’
